DEFINING THE 
BOUNDARY LINE 


Joint Survey Commission at 
Work Marking Interna- 
tional Boundary. 


Bulletin Special. 

Ottawa, July 15.—The work of de 
fining the international boundary line 
from the Rocky Mountains to the Pa 
cifi coast will be completed in a iew 
days. W, F. King, chief astronome 
of Canada, and OUtta H. ‘Tittmann 
superintendent of the coast and geo 
detic survey of the United States, 
leave Uttawa on Monday to inspect 
the work. They will be joined in the 
west by Dr. C. D. Walcott, a former 
director of the United States Geologi- 
cal survey, and now secretary of the 
Smithstonian institute at Washing- 
ton. 

These three gentlemen were ap- 
pointed by the commission in 1892 to 
tesurvey and mark by monuments 
the boundary line ftom Lake Supe- 
rior to the Pacitic coast. Surveyors 
liave been at work on that part west 
of the sutnmit of the Rocky moun- 
tains, which is now about completed, 
und about all of the monuments plic 
ed, and the commissioners will have 
to formally take over the work on be- 
half of the two governments. 

‘Lhe international boundary line 
was first defined by the treaty of 1446 
as follows: The forty-ninth paraliel 
trom the Kocky mountains to the 
ccean,

1363. The survey then made was

CHARGE MURDE 
OF FIRST WIFE 


Early Marriage After Wife's

His Mark—Attempt on President's Life Took Place 
During Return From Military Rexyiew. 


Paris, July 14.—The national fete 
today was marred by an attempt én 
the life of President Fallieres by Leon 
Maille, a naval reservist, of Havre, 
who, it is believed, is suffering from 
the mania of persecution,  Maille 
fired two shots at the president but 


did not hit him. He wax at once 
placed under arrest. On account of 
the activity on the anti-militarists, 


who tried to organize a demonstra- 
tion against the army throughout 
France today, exceptional precautions 
were taken to safeguard the presi- 
dent. The attempt on his life was 
made on Des Champs Elysees, while 
the president was returning to the 
ged from Long Champs, where he 
iad reviewed the garrison gf Paris 
in the presence of 25,000 enthusiasts, 
Premier With President. 

Premier Clemenceau and M. Lanes, 
the president's secretary, were with 
the president imphis landau, which 
was escorted y a equadron of 
cuirassiers. The carriage had safe- 
ly emerged from the Bois De Boul- 
ogne, where the anti-militarists had 
stationed themselves with the — in- 
tention of shooting the soldiers, and 
was descending the broad Champs 
Elysees, among the acclamations of 
the crowds thronging the sidewalks, 
who were shouting “Vive Failieres,” 
“Vive Le Armie,’” when Maille fired 
two shots point blank at the presi- 
dent in quick succession, As by a 
miracle no one was hurt, President 
Fallieres was cool and collected when 
the cortege stopped. The diplomats 
who were following the president's 
landau alighted from their carriages 
and hurried to his side. Finding 
that nobody had been injured, the! 
president ordered the cortege to move 
on. In the meantime two police- 
men seized Maille, who made no re- 
sistance, but the police with difficulty 
revented the infuriated crowds from| 
ynehing the prisoner until a cordon! 
of veserves came up and conducted | 
him to the station. ‘here Maille} 
refused to give any reasons for his 
act, saying “the revelations I have 
are so grave and serious that T will 
only make them before a magistrate | 
for transmission to the chief state. | 
It is a matter between the ‘govern- 
ment and me, I am the victim of 
many villanies,”’ 

Some of the witnesses of the shoot- 
ing said that Maille fired in the air 
It is believed that the man partici-| 
pated in the recent seamen’s strike, 
and that his mind has been unhinged 
by fancied grievances, It is believ- 
ed also that he aided in the revolu-| 
tionary agitation of the general! 
federation of labor and the anti- 
militarists. There is no reason to 
suspect a plot, as Maille only arriv- 
éd here from Rouen last night. 


Assassin Fancies Wrongs. 


Maille appeared before an examin- 
ing magistrate tonight, but the 
authorities succeeded only in extract- 
ing from him a rambling statement 


of family persecution directed against! 


him. It was in order to draw public 
attention to his grievances, he said, 
that he fired the shots. The prisoner 
terminated the examination by evi- 
deneing his intention to give on 
further explanations, as he believed 
that the magistrate would do nothing 


to remedy hia wrongs, 
President Fallieres has received 
numerous telegrams of congratula-

tries on his lucky escape. The at- 
tempt on the life of President Fal-

WORLD'S WALK RECORD. 


104 Miles Covered in Less Than 18

All the world’s long-distance walking 
records were beaten in England on Sat- 
urday, June 22, by T..B. Hammond, of 
the London Stock Exchange, who, at 
the instance of the Surrey Walking 
Club, with five other members of the 
club, made an attack on the London to 
Brighton and back record of 20 hours 
31 minutes, 58 seconds, held by H. W. 
Horton, J 

The journey, which started at 4 min- 
utes past nine on Friday night, was 
made from Croydon to Westminster, 
thence to Brighton, and then back to 
Croydon, This arrangement had been 
made in order that there might be no 
intereference with the traffic in London 
during the hours of daylight. 

Hammond's. performance was a re- 
markable one. He beat torton'’s re- 
cord for the 104 1-2 miles by 2 hours 
18 minutes 16 seconds, The exceptional 
nature of his performance may be seen 
in the fact that when he reached ihe 
hundredth mile he had beaten the 
werld’s track records, both profession- 
a' and amateur.

SPRUCE VALLEY. 


Bulletin Correspondence 


Spruce Valley is situated six miles 
south and twenty-nine miles west of 
Edmonton, and in this district che 
crops of every kind are growing 
rapidly. For the past five weeks the 
conditions necessary for an exception- 
al growth have obtained, In fact the 
conditions have been the most favor- 
able ever witnessed here. 

That the crops are so far advanced 
aiter so late a spring is a puzzle to 
most people. _ The farmers know the 
reason, and it is that fine weather pre- 
yailed until November 15, when the 
first snow fell. The snow began to 
fall in the morning and continued 
twenty-four hours. It was measured 
with a rule and it was ascertained 
that twelve inches had fallen in ewe 
twenty-four hours. | One foot of snow 
on the ground and no frost in the 
ground served as one of the greatest 
non-conductors of frost that the earti 
could be clothed with. 

In the first part of December posts 
were driven into the ground here, 
and at that time the snow was 51X- 
teen inches deep, Snow continued 
to fall at intervals until it was about 
three feet deep on the level. When 
the snow all melted away last spring 
most of the water was absorbed by 
the dry, unfrozen ground, which was 
kept at or about the same tempera- 
ture as it was when the snow fell 
upon i, 

With the groand filed with snow- 
water and no frost in the ground to 
retard the action of the molecules 
contained in the soil, the rapid 
growth of yegetation came this sea- 
son. Ib means more—it means 4 
better quality of wheat, oais, barley, 
potatoes and the heaviest crop of 
grass, 

Meadow grass on Spruce Valley 
stands now ‘thirty-six inches high, 
and issas thick on the ground as 
wool upon a sheep's back. 

Our great astronomers, Foster and 
Wiggins, tell us now, after the win- 
ter and backward spring is over, 
which is recognized ‘as one of the 
most severe ever experienced, that 
the far-off planet Mars is the cause 0!

UNDESIRABLE IMMIGRANTS| FROM SCAFFOLD

Comparison of Methods of Canadian and United States Inspec- 
tors as Seen at Quebec.--Canada Demands Good Char- 
acter and Health and Some Means 


Before setting free foot on the con- 
tinent of North America, whether k's 
destination is to a point in the United 
States or to a point in the Dominion 
of Canada, the alien, and even the 
immigrant of British birth, must sub- 
mit to an examination. 

The subject of this examination ‘9 
to determine his, or her, , physical 
ability, health, character, and to lear) 
if the newcomer has sufficient money 
so as to pay his way and not become 
a public charge. 

The three ports of landing and ex- 
atnination in Canada, are those of St 
John and Halifax in winter, and Que- 
bec in summer, In the United States 
there are several places, chief of which 
is on Ellis Island in New York. 

Some immigrants destined for points 
in the United States, more particu- 
larly the Western States, proceed 
through Canada to their destinations. 
To facilitate examination, the Cana 
dian Government has permitted the 
United States Government to establish 
on Canadian soil posts for examina- 
tion. 

In Quebec, as elsewhere, there t-. 
sach a post, It is on the Breakwater 
cheek by jowl with the buildings used 
hy the Canadian Government, 


The Two Systems. 


The near presence of these places 
gives excellent opportunity for an ob- 
server to examine the workings of both 
systems. Tho machinery of the 
United States Gover: ment is the same 
in all Canadian ports, and is carried 
out in the same manner as at Ellis 
Island. ‘Tho eastern Canadian — ports 
ave used to examine immigrants from 
European’ points, Similar conditions 
exist on the Pacific coast, but this 
has no concern with Oriental immt- 
gration, and the subject matter is al- 
together relative to the examination 


of immigrants who seek admission to) _ 


the western land from the older lands 
of Europe. 

The immigrants being landed from 
the steamer on the Breakwater, are 
sert into the enclosures surrounding 
the sheds. ‘Those intended for Cana. 
dian points are directed to the larger 
enclosure, while those who seek homes 
in the United States go to the smaller 
enclosures on the eastern side of ‘he 
pier. 


Careful Examination. 


The Canadian Government seeks 4 
character from each immigrant 
landing, 2 certificate of health, and 
some evidence of sufficient money to 
pay further transportation and to re- 
main away from the public charities, 
The United States Government desires 
similar evidence, but it is exacted jn 


good 


a far sterner manner, Truly, it ‘s 
without sentiment. 
Sometimes it looks as if- “charity 


had died, and that these poor humans 
were but so much live freight, from 
which the best could bo selected, and 
the culls rejected. 

There is another side to the matter, 
und that strikes the observer. The 
United States officers exact an assur- 
ance that the poorer immigrant will 
be taken in charge by some friend, 
provided all the other conditions are 
sufficient to secure admiission, and 
until such assurance is given the im- 
migrant will be detained. 

In one instance saw a_ family of 
five, husband, wife and three children 
natives of Bohemia, held until some 
word could be had from a_ brother, 
This man could only show seven dol- 
lars, and despite the fact his tickets 
were prepaid to a point in Nebraska, 
the family was held because the inspec- 
tors considered that the amount was 
not sufficient to guarantee that ‘he 
five would not become public charges. 

The cruelty of the examination ws 
evident in the case of a woman of 00 
perhaps seventy, years of age. An 
Austrian, she wanted to seek friends 
in the new land. The sharp eyes of the 
physician was not deceived by her glib 
statement that she was but- fifty years 
of age, and, although her health was 
good and her physical appearance fit, 
she was set aside for a further exam’g- 
ation, perhaps to be rejected. 

In both sides the examination is to 
cover practically the same ground, 
eeneral heaith and absence of diseas>. 
The immigrants are supplied with vae- 
cination certificates, before leaving 
Antwerp, and these must be handed in 
with other papers, The im- 
miguant walks towards the doctor, w ho 
is at once enabled to determine wheth- 
er there is any deformity. Then there 
is a hasty glance at the head, after 
which the eyes are examined for tra- 
coma.

Further Information. 

Afterwards the immiggant is pass- 
ed along to determine his financial 
ability and to seck from him data for 
statistical information. 

On the United States side the In- 
spector has a manifest which has besa 
prepared by the purser on board ship, 
his contains particulars or name, age, 
condition of life, occupation, literacy 
and such things. Both governments 
sock this information. 

On the United States side the maa, 
or woman, must show all his, or her 
money. On the Canadian side it *s 
sufficient to show ten dollars to secure 
the termination of the examinatioa 
Tho reason for the Canadian govera- 
ment’s lack of curiosity regarding 
man’s money, is that it was considered 
rather unsafe to compel a man who 
was carrying any considerable amount 
ty reveal it to his fellows, a sight 
which might stir cupidity. The United 
States folk are sterner and demand a 
show down to the limit. 

Some curious results develop. A 
Russian Jew appeared before the in 
spector and declared that he was prac- 
tically penniless, having but a seant 
sum to show. He was sent back. 
When his fellows had been cleared 
away, he approached the officer and 
said that he had some money, and lie 
had indeed, showing 300 roubles. There 
was a similar case when two meng 
brothers, were sent back, and “thoy 


een net leit en 


afterwards disclosed 3,000 roubles in 
their possession. 
Use Bertillon System. 

The systematic work of the United 
States officials is shown in another 
direction, the Bertillon system being 
used to a large extent. Persons of un- 
desirable character, womon of ill re- 
pute and men who have been in jail, 
cannot pass the border. Owing to tho 
inspection maintained in European 
ports, the officials are enabled to leara 
of the presence of many such persons, 
and their identity is soon discovered 
When such undesirable characters “re 
discovered they are photographed, and 
their measurements taken are record 
ed. The photographs are distributed 
to the various inspection points, ant 
there is a histery of each case. In the 
Boertillon book the physical peculiaritios 
of the cases are enumerated, 90 thai 
there is a good description of such per- 
sons as are rejected, The excellence of 
the system is such that one man orig- 
inally ejected at New York has since 
been rejected in St. John and Quebec 
owing to identification completed by 
means of the records in possession of 
officers at other ports. 

The photographic records are inter- 
esting and well — worth looking over. 
In turning the leaves of one of the 
books the counterfeit presentment of 
the brother of the celebrated Mme. 
Humbert was discovered. This man 
had travelled to New York in the first 
cabin of a steamer, but despite his 
possession of plenty of money, wnd the 
style in which he travelled, he was re- 
fused admission, and had to return to 
Kurope.

Two Men Working on G. T. P.

Lose Their Lives 


Fort William, Ont., July 12—A 
drowning fatality occurred yesterday 
when two young men members. of the 
Ironworkers’ Union and employed by 
the Montreal Locometive Company 
were at work on one of their new 
bridges which crosses the Dog River 
and which will be used by the G.T.P. 
Withou tany warning the scaffolding 
on which the men were standing 
broke, and Freeman Perry, aged 22, 
and Percy Parsons, aged 25, went 
into the river, falling a distance of 
forty-five feet. The foreman on the 
job made a plucky attempt at rescue 
but without avail, and both men 
were taken from the water dead. 
Perry came from Slate River Valley 
and is the eldest son of a well-known 
farmer in that district, while Parsons 
is a native of Westfort, where his 
mother resides, The ecene of the 
tragedy « about twelve miles east of 
Fort William.
